Which ſentence though it ſeeme moꝛe to 
appertaine to the Contentes then to þ Co⸗ 
loure, pet dothe not only Balen, but alſo A& 
tius, Actuarius, and alſo an other Grecpan, 
(whole name J know not)erpounte it amon⸗ 
geſt Coloures:and by it declare the differfce 
to knowe whether that waſte oz molting of 
katte dee in the rapnes ſelfe , oꝛ in other 
partes of the body.
